JJummarlzed retorts of the activi­ 
ties of the Adams County Child 
Welfare association m<*re received 
from officers at a meeting of the 
organization Tuesday evening In tie*

Group’s First Activities 
Miss Elsie Robertson, association 
secretary, presented a report on as­ 
sociation, work. since the first chil­ 
dren wen* taken under supervision 
last July. She said in part: 
"On July 17, 1939, tile Child Wel­ 
fare association actually took over 
supervision of its first 
children. 
These were three children already 
iii foster homes and eight children 
in tile lr own homes referred by the 
lied Cross. Shortly alter that lour 
other children already in 
foster 
home care were accepted for super­ 
vision 
Gradually 
new 
referrals 
have come to ids and today when we 
have been functioning for only six 
months we have under our care 25 
children. Fifteen of these are in 
foster care, 12 being in boarding 
homes, two in free homes and one 
in a wage home 'Hie IO other are 
in their ow'n homes. 
"Through the juvenile court plans 
were made for institutional care for 
two children. One of these soon will 
return to us for future plans. Four 
additional children were referred 
for foster home placement, all cl 
whom had settlement outside the 
county. 
A preliminary’ study was 
made in each case and three of the 
children referred to an agency in 
tin# county of their settlement wiUle 
the fourth went to I elative* in the 
state where ive had legal residence 
Efforts are being made to complete 
plans for two Adams county chil­ 
dren now under care of an agency
